America's abrupt abrogation of 


the treaty, because of unsatisfac- 
tory response to many charges of 
^ violation of our rights In China by 
Japan, jeopardizes the vast trade 
between the two countries. Com- 
merce now will proceed on a day- 
to-day basis, subject to 
embargo 


by the United States at any mo- 


standpoint

ment. 
From Japan's 
' embargo might spell disaster. She' 
might lose a customer who bought 


her goods with lavish hand. She 
also is dependent on us for some 
two-thirds of her essential military 
supplies with which to wage war. 
At this moment Nippon has no al- 
ternative market from which to 
buy these all-important materials. 


But within the vast reaches of 


China Japan has overrun there lie 
great riches—indeed, most of the 
things which Nippon 
needs 
to 


make her 
Independent 
of 
the 


western world, 


Japan has been endeavoring to 


consolidate and develop her con- 
quests, and has 
made 
progress. 


She has been gravely handicapped, 
however, by the lack of a strong 
and amenable central Chinese gov- 
ernment. 
For about a year the Japanese 


havo been trying ineffectually to 
form a government under Wang. 


The approach of 
January 
28, 


with Its end to the trado treaty, 
spurred Nippon to greater efforts 
to form a government and try to 
repair the damage by quick de- 
velopment of Chinese resources. 
It is a desperate battle against

UNITED STATES INTERESTS

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25.—(fP)— 


The allies' 
and 
Germany's nut- 


cracker pressure on Rumania, over 
sale of oil to the nazi army, has 
put the state department on guard 
against possible injury to Ameri- 
can interests In the Balkan king- 
dom. 


The United States government's 


attention was focused on the sit- 
uation as the result of the allies' 
warning to Rumania that "grave 
consequences" would follow 
any 


attempt to compel 
British 
and 


French-controlled companies to de- 
liver oil to "tho enemy." 


Any action by the state depart- 


ment would be taken only if tho 
tussle between the Allies and Ger- 
many over Rumanian oil embroil- 
ed the Romano-American Oil com- 
pany, one of tho largest in Ru- 
mania wjth about $6,400,000 invest- 
ed in 98 wells with an annual pro- 
duction of 0,385,000 barrels. 


Under Nazi" pressure 
Rumania 


has been promised to increase oil 
deliveries to Germany from a nor- 
mal 1,000,000 tons annualy to 1- 
560,000 tons at the rate of 130,000 
tons a month plus additional ship- 
ments to make up for accrued non- 
deliveries. 


To fulfill the 
agreement 
and 


speed up sales 
and 
deliveries,

Russian tank crews are so pro- 


voked by the white-clad phantoms 
that they often send their theo- 
retically formidable machines barg- 
ing about In futile circles in search 
of their tormentors, tho Finns said. 


Excitement is growing in Hel- 


sinki, where Finns made it an 
open secret that something "big" 
is brewing northeast "of the lake. 


Behind the hrief Finnish com- 
muniques tolling of heavy fighting 
for the past three days In that 
sector, the Finns said there was 
this unofficial story: 
Large Russian forces early in tho 
war pushed northwestward around 
Lake Ladoga in an effort to flank 
the 
Karelian Isthmus 
defenses, 
their two columns were smashed. 


Another heavy drive was stop- 


per at Kltcla. 


Anxious to relieve the Kitela cil- 


visions before they could be cut 
to pieces In the manner of the 
103rd and 44th devisions the Rus- 
sians tried vainly to send troops 
across the frozen lake. 


Then they sought to bring up 


reinforcements but the Finns stop- 
ped them. 
Repented Attacks Launched 
In a moro desperate effort, tho 


the north central states, and 
zero cold penetrated into 
extreme northern Oklaho- 
ma and along the Arkansas-Mis- 
souri boundary.

SEVEN INCHES OF 
SNOW AND MERCURY 


HIT NINE DEGREES 


Seven Inches of snow which 


furnished .61 of an inch of mois- 
ture, was recorded on the govern- 
ment guage here Monday. 
The 
snow was by far the biggest since 
December, 1029, when exactly two 
feet was recorded. The tempera- 
ture dropped to 9 above zero Mon- 
day night, the second lowest read- 
ing of the season, and the ninth 
successive night of sub-freezing 
temperature. 


About three Inches of snow had 
fallen Monday morning by 7 o'- 
clock and an additional four inch- 
es fell during the day. None of 
the snow melted Monday except 
that on heavily traveled streets 
and the almost zero temperature 
Monday night froze the streets 
solid.

Miss Stockton was first employ- 


ed at the hospital for about 
a 


month beginning in October, 1935, 
but left because she was assigned 
to night duty. She returned to the 
employ In February, 1939, leaving 
again in September of that year. 


Referring to the asserted ques- 


tion as to the 
"most 
beautiful 
thing in life" Miss Stockton testi- 
fied that after she had Informed 
Dr. Johnson she "didn't play that 
way," he told her "If you ever 
change your mind, let me know." 


"But I always said 'no.'" the wit- 
ness added. 


Tha nurse asserted that after 


some time, Dr. Johnson declared 
"I'm getting tired of your always 
saying !no.'" and that thereafter 
she waa placed on night duty. 
Way to Keep Good Jobs. 


"He gave me to 
understand," 
she contln led, "that that was the 
way girls could keep good Jobs 
there.

Citing the AAA regulations, the 


committee aald: 
"The net pay- 
ment computed for any farm for 
special and general crops shall be 
divided among the landlords, ten- 
ants, and sharecroppers 
in 
the 


panic proportion (as Indicated by 
their acreage shares) that such 
persons are entitled, at the time of 
harvest, to share in the proceeds 
(other than a fixed 
cqmmodity 
payment) of such crops 
on the 


farm in 1940." 
In other words, if a farm Is op- 
erated in a thlrd-and-fourth basis 
with the landlord receiving one- 
fourth of f 
cotton crop and one- 
third of the general crops, then he 
will also receive one-fourth of the 
cotton payment and one-third of 
the general crop payment. 
The regulations further declare: 


"If on any farm in 
1940 
any 
change of the arrangements which 
existed on the* farm In 1939 Is 
made between the landlord and 
the tenants or sharecroppers and 
such change would cause a greater 
proportion of the payments to be 
made to the landlord under the 
1940 
proram than 
would 
have 


been made to him under the 1939 
program with respect to the farm 
shall not be greater 
than

amount that would have been paid 
to the landlord and operator if the 
arrangements which existed 
on

That is the report 
made by Dr. H. 
W. Shoening, 


chief of the USDA's Bureau of 
Animal Industry's pathological di- 
vision, during a recent meeting of 
the American Horse and Mule As- 
Eociation.

1939. Immunity 


after vaccination usually lasts for 
around a year.

relaxed in 1940, A. L. Smith, ani- 
mal husbandman of the Texas A. 
and M. Extension Service, 
has 
pointed out. 


Such precautions Include vac- 


cination and consultation with a 
qualified veterinarian, he said. 


Since most cases of the disease 
occur in the spring and early sum- 
mer, valuable animals should b« 
vaccinated in ApHl or May.

FEED STORED TRENCH 


SILOS STATE TEXAS 


COLLEGE STATION, Jan. 25. 
—(Spl.)—Texas farmers and ranch- 
men stored 3,446,591 tons of feed 
in 28,831 trench silos In 1939. 
This represents an Increase of 
1,629,963 tons and 11.783 trenches 
over 1938 totals, according to E. 
R. Eudaly, dairyman of the Tex- 
as A. and M. extension service. 
"The 
trench 
solo figures are 
getting so big that we need some 
sort of comparison 
to grasp 
them," Eudaly pointed out. 
"For 
instance, if all the silage put in 
trench silos In 1939 were put In- 
to one trench 12 feet wide and 
six feet deep, it would reach 
from Corpus Chrlstl to Ardmore. 
Oltla." 
More significant was his state- 
ment that enough feed had been 


•placed underground to feed Tex- 
as' 1,400,000 dairy cows for 
128 
days. 
The Increase In tha numbe'kvof 
trench silos and In the volume 6ft 
silage stored Is surprising hi vlewV
